ES ONCERNING the firſt Qyeſtion 


it :- many in theſe tymes do hold and are 
of opinion that cucry man ma ybe 
y (#4 ſaued in his owne religion ,& their 
principall reaſon wherwith they are moucd to 
this,is becauſe it ſeemeth ynto them incredible 
that all Iewes and Turkes , many of whom do 
deuoutly worſhip God , and deale iuſtly with 
their neyghbours, ſhould periſh for all cternity , 
only becauſe they haue not belicucd in Chriſt,ef- 
pccially ſince for want of this belicte they ſceme 
not to deſerue much blame , they being from 
| their infancy trayned vp ina religion diffcret 
| fro Chriſtianity. For why , ſay they,ſhould God 
who would all men to be ſaucd, ſo ftrayten the 
| way vnto heauen? why ſhould thoſe miſerable 
ſouls, who according to their capacity do their 
beſt ro pleaſe bim , do wrong to no man, and do 
lead a iuſt & honeſt life, be codemned to eternall 
payne forthe ignorace of that thing whercin 
they were neucr ſufficiently infiructed ?

But this opinion of theirs,alchough in nathy. 
rall realon it may ſeeme to carry [ome colour of

In vaine (o many Martyres by all 
mapner and kind of torments haue ſhed 
therr bloud, and {pent their life in the coi:fellton 
therof. For they might haue abitayned irom 
thisdoctrineand profc{iion without any preiu- 
dicctotifur faluation,, and hauerciied conren- 

-tcd with the Icwes in the profeliion and ac-

Sacrifice we are reconcyled vnto God by his.

Neyther is there 
any other name vnder heauen giuen vnro men 
in which they ovght to be faurd,, Thus {pea- 
keth the holy Scripture: andall this muſt needes 
be triuolous and falle, if every man may be ſa- 
ucd in his owne Religion. | 

But ſome may perhaps obie, that Chriſt 
is indeed our Redeemer ,and that all our good 
commeth from him, yet his faith notwithſtan- 
ding is notabſolutcly neceflary . For it is ſuffi= 
Cicnt that we belicue , that all our good cometh 
& proccedeth trom the bountiful! goodneſſe of 
God vnto vs, neyther is it necatull for vs to 
know by what meanes it is beſtowed ypon ys .

It cepugneth to reaſon , becaule to the end 
that we may become partakers of any great and 
vnaccuſtomed benetir, all reaſon requireth , thax 
weacknowicdpe the benefit , and our benefae 
cor, and that we honour him as it becometh 
vs With all thankes-giuing :for both the coditis 
of the benefit & of our benefactor doth require 
of vsthisgratetulneſſe of m;nd. Seing that ther. 
forc the benefit of our redeptis is ſo great & vn- 
accultomed and he who beſtowed it vpon vs fn 
grcat and famous, as ailo the meanes wherby 
he beſtowed it vpon vs, lo ſtrange and meruay- 
lous, it is requifit we ſhould acknowledge all 
theſc things, leaſt we ſhould line and dye yn- 
gratefull toward lo great a benefactor , and leaſt 
inſtced of ble{hing &thaking him after the man- 
ner of the Iewcs, we curſe &blalpheme him. It 
Istherfore an abſurd thing ,toclteme thoſe who 
donot belecuc in Chriſt, to be partakers of eter- 
nall ſaluation prepared for vs by Chriſt . The

Neyther 1sit ſathcicntfor vs ro know in 
gencrall that all good thinges come vntovs 
trom God, forthis is not (atficieat for the ho- 
nor and gratitude whichis dew ynto bim , but 
we muit allo know what and how great the be- 
nefitis, asallo by whacmanaer, way,and mea» 
nes he beſtowed it vpon vs : that isto ſay, that

therefore that which rbcy belicue be true, yet 


becaulc the ground of their belicte & the whole 
reaſon therot istalle, and pcltilent, to wit, that 
Mahomet 1sa Prophet of God; the. faith it ſelfe 
whereby they belicue, is deccytfull , and the 
foundation therof whereupon it 1s grounded 
Is hurtfull toſaluation , neceſſarily inclining & 
foicingthemynde to calle it ſelfe into all the 
pcitiicrous crrours of that let. How therfore 
can that faith be called ſufficient for them vnto 
ſaluation, or that they can be ſaued by that faith? 
How can that which is vncertayne,, deceitefull 
peltiferours, be made the foundation of cur ju« 
tiice before God, or ofcternall ſajuation ? 

In like manner, albcit the fewes do beiicue 
theſame,or rather more thinges agreable vnto 
truth, yet the faith wherby they dobelicue them, 
15s decceytfull and voyde of the ſpirit of God. For 
the whole reaſon or cauſe of their belicte 1s , be» 
cauſe the Rabbyns and Doctors of their Syna- 
goguc,dolo interpret the holy. Scriptures vato 
them . For they aretherulc of their belicfe, or 
which is all one, the holy Scripture, as it is ſub» 


3c to'their interpretation. But this whole rea- 


ſon: of their bclicte is deceytfull., and no lefle 
hurtefull and dangerous then that ofthe Yurkes; 
Fox.it is no lefle hurtefull to belieue, that their 
reting the holy Scripiures are 
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7n bis owne faith and Religion . Tr 
indewed with tne ipirit of God, then to belicue 
that Mahomer 1s the Prophet of God ; neither 
are they drawne into licller ab{urdiryes by the 
for-c of that principle, How tneriore can that 
taith be the foundation,or ground of faluation?

Finally this opinion maketh no difference 
betwixe Furciſme, Iudaiſme . & Chriſtianiime, 
but in lome few. indifferent matters, and nothing 
n<cefſary vnto ſaluation; in ſo much that it 1s 
allonejn what religion tiaou liuveſt , ſeing that 
thou mailt indifterently in all of them obcayne 
thy laluation ; the which 1s nothing els, but 
to open the way to Alcoran, and co make Maho- 
met equall with Chriſt, or rachcr manifclily to 
bringin Atheilme.

The fandamentall reaſon wherupon this 
opinion eſpecially relicth,isof no moment.

Secondly, the Turkes and Icwecs arc leſle 
tobeexculed now, in that they do not belicue 


in Chriſt , then the Heathens were in tymes 


paſt in not acknowledging one God to be the 
Creator of hcauen and earth. The reaſon is, 
becaule when almoſt the whole world wasin 
Idolatry the feruet heat of the common cultome 
carried all by force away With it :neyther was 
there any reaſon offered ynto private men why 
they thould greatly doubt oftheir religion: ney= 
ther if there had byn doubt obected vnto them, 
could they find our any caly way to know the 
eruth . But now after that the fayth and Reli. 
gion of Chriſt diuvuiged chroughout the whole 
world, and that Chriſtians arc cuery where ex« 
tant , it cannot be , but that many occaftonsare 
offercd ynto the Turkes and Iewes of doubting 
of their Religion. They arc bound therfore to 
diſcuſle, and conferre the matter with the Chri- 
ſtians dwelling nigh vnto them; the which if 
they.do not, but aucrt their minds from theſe 
kinde of thoughts , by reaſon of the hatred they 
bearc ynto Chriſtian Religion , or ypon ſome 
Other cauſe,they make theſclues vnexcuſable be 
fore God: for the buſines of our Religion 8& {alua» 
tion 1sof ſo great weyght and zmportance, that 
St ought to be preferred before all other things, & 
when therc isany iaſt reaſon of doubting offcred 
it muſt withall diligence be examined , albeit 
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in bis owne ſajth and Religion; I2 
farre countries for our reſolution . ay 
Laſtly , if there be any who hauec hard no- | 


that there is nothing wherby they may be iuſtly 
moued to any turther inquiſition , thoſe men 
ſhall not be damned forthe fin of Infidelity, 
that istoſay, becauſe they haue not belicucd in 
Chriſt , but for ſome other things, which they 
hauc done agaynſt the law of nature, the 
which by help of God they might haue cſche- 
wed,for God hath not left the ſo deſtitute of his 
prouidence, and help, but that they mayauoid 
thoſe ſynnes which they do commit , if they 
would,as they may & ought to cooperate with 
Gods holy inſpirations, and take comfort and 
pleaſurethcrin . None therfore can impute his 
damnation vnto God, albeit the way be ſtraite 
to ſaluation, but ynto himlſelfe, to his owne 
negligence, I ſay, and wickedneſle, wherby he 
bath neglected Gods holy inſpirations,and can- 
temned hisprofitableadmonitios, and willing- 
ly and wittingly againſt his owne conſcience
